Carries On Important Work 


This week Mons Chapter of the 
LO.D.E. are conducting a canvass 
and tag day in Didsbury for the 
Canadian National Institute for the 
Blind. The following newspaper 
release gives you some idea of the 
work of the institute, 

The campaign is being launched 
in the hope of collecting $25,000 in 
Central and Southern Alberta. This 
ovjective makes up about hail the 


funds spent by the C.N.LB. in 
services to the blind of Southern 
and Central Alberta in one year. 


There are an estimated 500 blind in 
the area covered by the canvass, 

Some of the major services of- 
fered the blind by the C.N.LB. are 
a= library, located at Toronto, 
through which Braille and recorded 
books may be borrowed; social ser- 
vices and home teaching; training 
and placement of blind workers; 
field services and the opportunity to 
live in Institute residences and 
take part in recreational programs; 
working with pre-school blind chil- 
dren to adapt them to their handi- 
cap, and assisting and guiding the 
parents of these children) when 
needed, 

Since the C.N.LB. received its 
charter in 1918 from the Dominion 
government, the blind in Canada 
have gained two things, training 
and opportunity to take their place 
beside other Canadians, 

The Institute is the only national 
service organization for blind Cana- 
dians. 

The campaign has the approval 
of the provincial department of 
health and welfare under the Public 
Contributions Act passed two years 
ago.

Olds School of Agriculture 
and Home Economics 


This has been an exceptionally 
busy summer for the O.S.A. main- 
tenance staff. Under the super. 


| Vision of Mr, C. L, Belanger, instruc- 


tor in building construction and in 
charge of maintenance, they have 
been readying the dormitories and 
classrooms for the school opening 
on October 21. By skillful use of 
color dynamics these formerly dull, 
monotonous, rather drab rooms 
have been transformed into bright, 
cheerful, pleasant places where stu- 
dents will live and work, 

In the girls’ dormitory a variety 
of pleasing pastels have replaced 
the “institution tan” which Was 
previously used for all rooms and 
corridors. This year’s student will 
find sunny yellow corridors and 
rooms planned in groups of four so 
that no two together are alike. 

Perhaps the most outstanding 
change has taken place in the car- 
penter and machine shop which has 
been completely redecorated.

GOVERNMENT FINANCING 
UPS COSTS 


The way we are going about it, 
we Canadians are likely to be a long 
time solving our housing problem, 
One might venture the opinion that, 
unless we change our ways, We may 
never solve it.

Cheap money can be no substitute 
for productive work in providing 
satisfactory housing. 

People who work and save and 
take the trouble to learn the value 
of things will not pay excessive 
prices for houses, 

But inexperienced people and 
spendthrifts, who are allowed the 
use of government credit, are easily 
persuaded to buy at any price. 


These people bid prices higher than | 


more prudent buyers deem it wise 
to pay, 


Thus government financing of 


housing, for those who can't finance | 


their own, will thwart the efforts of 
many thrifty citizens to take care of 
their own housing needs, 

This is the weakness of any plan 
that reduces the down payment on 
houses below the amount that ex 
perience has taught us is safe from 
the buyer's and seller's point of 
view, 

It raises prices beyond the reach 
of those responsible citizens who 
would be likely to complete 


the hands of those who are less 
likely to do so.

Following is a circular letter 
Alberta Fish) and Game 
Association which we believe will 
be of interest to many of our 
readers. 

It all started last February at the 
annual convention of the Alberta 
Fish and Game Association held in 
Calgary, when a_ resolution was 
passed instructing the executive to 
explore the possibility of setting up 
a plan of insurance against duck 
damage. This insurance Was to 
vive protection to farmers against 
crop damage from ducks and othe: 
migratory birds at a minimum cost 
and if possible to be operated on a 
mutual co-operative basis. 

In order to carry out such a sur- 
vey, the first of its kind in) North 
America, it Was decided to approach 
the Alberta Hail Insurance Board 
and ask them to conduct a survey 
on behalf of the association to find 
out if there were enough farmers in 
Alberta interested in such a plan of 
insurance. The hail board gladly 
agreed to do this and through the 
efforts and co-operation of their 475 
avents situated in over 350 villages 
and towns in Alberta canvassed 
personally about — 19,000 farmers. 

The survey asked this question: 
“Tf a plan of insurance were to be | 
instituted to cover crop damage 
caused by migratory birds, would 

you be interested in placing such 
it surance on your crops? 

The returns on the survey carried 
out during June, July and early 
August of this year, were surpris- 
invly good. Nearly 9,000 _ replies 
were sent in to the Hail Board, Of 
this number, well over 2,600) said 
they would be interested and some: 
what less than 6,400 said they were 
not interested,

WEEDS AT THRESHING 

It is poor business economy to 
spend large sums of money in 
chemical or cultural weed control 
and then negleet the prevention of 
weed spread at harvest. When op- 
erating the combine, the weeds that 
are separated from the grain should 
be put into grain-tight bags and 
disposed of later, 

Every combine has equipment 
Which allows the operator to col- 
lect the weed seeds cithertin a small 
hopper or in a weed-seed-tight bag. 
The seeds may then be removed 
from the field, ground up and fed 
to livestock, or destroyed by burn- 
ing. 

In no ease should the weed seeds 
be piled in the open where they can 
be scattered by birds, livestock or 
wind. 

Those Who are using 
machines should also take precau- 
tions. See that the floors of the 
bundle wagons are tight, clean all 


threshing 


setting to another, and clean up the 
weed seeds from the threshing ma- 
chine 

Every operator should have as 
part of his equipment a rood broom 
with stiff bristles to use in sweeping 
off the threshing machine, combine 
and bundle racks before moving 
from one field to another or from 
one set to the next. This clean-up 
job can be most important in the 
prevention of the spread of weed 
seeds

SERUMS AND BACTERINS 
FOR SHIPPING FEVER 

Serums and bacterins for protec. 
tion against Shipping Fever should 
be used only if their action is thor- 
oughly understood, warns Dr, J. G. 
O'Donoghue, extension veterinarian, 
Wrong use of these medical aids 
can be disastrous. If in doubt con- 
sult your veterinarian, 

Never use a bacterin immediately 
before animals are shipped, advises 
Dr. Donoghue, After injection it 
takes almost two weeks for protec: 
tion to be built up, and at about 
the fourth day of that period an 
animal is more susceptible to the 
disease than before, Once effective, 
however, protection against Hipping 
Fever produced by the bacterin 
lasts for approximately nine 
months. If a bacterin is used it 
should be administered at least 
three weeks before animals are 
shipped, or calves are weaned, 

Inoculation of a herd as a precau- 
tionary 
by using a bacterin in August or 
early fall. Two injections of bac- 
terin about seven days apart pro- 
duce better resistance. 


A serum, in contrast to bacterin, | 
animal | 


confers protection on the 
shortly after injection, This protec- 
tion is of short duration, lasting 
only three to six weeks, Serum can 
be used to protect animals during 
shipment and may be safely admin; 
istered a short time before the ac- 
tual shipment. It is also used in the 


treatment of sick animals and to | 


protect exposed animals in an out- 
break. Dr. O'Donoghue says that 
although serum alone is sometimes 
used in the treatment of sick ani- 


mals a combination of some of the | 


newer sulfa drugs and_ penicillin 
is often preferred, He advises, how. 
ever, to insure proper use of these 
drugs a veterinarian be called in 
early in case of an outbreak,
